SAY POPE WAS 


RESPONSIBLE 
FOR WORLD WAR 
(By Chicago Tribune Service.) 


PARIS, June 30.— The Pope's let- 


ter, which 
,s bitterly resented 
in 
France, has led the Quotidian and 
other newspapers to suggest today 
that Pope Pius X was partly respon- 
sible for the world war. An alleged 
letter which Baxon Hitter, Bavarian 
minister to the Vatican, wrote hi» 
covernment on July 26. 1514, In th* 
Basis of the charge. 
The letter was 
as follows: 
' "The Pope approves of energetic 
action by Austria against Serbia. The 
Cardinal and secretary of state hopes 
this time that Austria -will maintain 
its attitude. 
He asks in what cir- 
cumstances Austria could make war, 
if Austria »-as not determined to re- 
press by arms the movement abroad 
wh.,ch led to the murder of the arch- 
duke and which, in view of the pres- 
ent\situation in Austria, menaces its 
existence. 
In these declarations la 


reflected a fear of the Roman church 
before pan-Sla\'ism." 
This letter, wftlch has been widely 
printed in France, " is supposed to 
have been found 
In the Bavarian 
state archives when Kurt Eisner and 
other Communists seized the munici- 
pal government IE 1918. It was pub- 
lished by Herr 
Fochenbach, Herr 
Eisner's secretary, who is -now serx- 
Ing ten years in a Bavarian prison 
for' high treason.

Berlin vossische zeitung to the effect 
that Baron, Ritter wag called to th«

countess says she will never consent 
to a violation of her father's preju- 
dice ajralnst copyright.

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AMERICAS S ATP JAPANESE TO 


INCREASE THEIR SEE. OtTTPCT 


(By The Aiioeteted Frews) 


TOKIO, June 30.—The visit of the 


American Silk Commission to Japan 
has brought forth fruit. 
The object 


of the commission was to try and in- 
duce the Japanese to improve their 
raw silk and the methods of market- 
ing It. 


To bring this about a new silk gu- 


reau has been organized by the De- 
partment of Agridulture. while the 
silk reelers themselves have dehided 
to employ every possible means to 
improve the quality of Japanese silk.

punching bag for a round then jump- 
ed into the 
ring for a 
round, of 
shadow boxing to get warmed up. 


A sudden thundershower and hail 


storm breaking over the champion's 
camp five minutes 
before 
he was 
ready to start his workout drove him 
to the shelter 
of his indoor 'gym- 
nasium, ^vhich was jammed to the 
doors. Dempsey 
perspired 
freely 


despite a 
chill 
wind that 
swept 


through the open sides of the build- 
ing. 
, The champion kept his punch- 


es in restraint, permitting 
his spar- 
ring partners to do most of the lead- 
ing while he waived in and out of 
range with a bobbing grouch. 'When- 
ever Dempsey thought his 
sparring 
mates were landing 
too , freely he 


would pile them, into the ropes and 
slow them up with hooks to the body 
or a short right cross to the chm. 
While boxing with "Burke. Demp- 


sey used his f-imous "rabbit" punch 
effectively, clubbing the Pittsburger 
on the back of the head in the clinch- 
es. The 
punches 
jarred 
Burke's 
heels. 


The champion, while boxing Wells, 
gave an indication of what Gibbons 
may expect if he expects to box at 
long range. That was rushing Wells 
to the rope* and forcing the British-
